The Chairman said that the Association had 

been doing philanthropic work for the past 
forty years, and its members were doing their 
best to prevent the cestruction of game. Since 
the present Free State Government came into 
office they had been urging that game shouid 
be protected, as a national asset, and the 
Government had passed the Game Preserva- 
tion Act, and many of its provisions were 
made on the representation of the Associa- 
tion. 
The Chairman added that the local people 
in the country were waking up to the import- 
ance of the matter, and they would have the 
co-operation of the Association in their 
action. 

REVENUE FROM GAME LICENCES. 

Mr. McCricker, representative of Imperial 
Industries, Limited, mentioned that the 
Government received an income of about 
£60,000 a year from game licences. They 
surely ought to allow some percentage of 
that for game protection. 

The Secretary—It amounted to £58,000 
last yeer. 

The following resolution, proposed by Mr. 
T. Roberts Garvey, F.S.I., and seconded by 
Mr. Otway G. Toler, was passed unanimously : 
“ That the Minister for Justice be requested 
to make an order prohibiting the killing of 
parttidges for one year under Section 6 of 
the Game Preservation Act, 1950."’

Venezuela and Ireland. 


The connection between Venezuela and 
Ireland might seem to the uninitiated 
to be remote; but Dr. Marquez assures 
me that his fellow-conntrymen have a 
great regard for this country. When the 
South American Republics were fichting 
their war of liberation a British Legion 
went out to help them in their struggle, 
and, as seems to be inevitable in such 
circumstances, most of the legionaries 
were Irishmen. One of them, General 
O'Leary, became Private Secretary and 
Chief of Staff to Bolivar, the great 
liberator, while two other Irishmen, ap- 
parently from the North, named McGregor 
and Wilson, also played a leading part in 
the _ fighting. The Government of 
Venezuela has decided to establish a Con- 
sulate-General in. Dublin _merely as a 
gesture of sympathy with the Irish people. 
Dr. Marquez hopes to be able to persuade 
his Government to buy Irish horses—it 
ordered a thousand horses íor the 
Venezuelan Army some weeks ago from 
the Continent—and also to develop a 
trade in coffee and cocoa. Venezuela is 
one of the greatest coffee-producing coun- 
tries in the world. Its cocoa also is first- 
class, while it recently has become the 
second greatest petrol-producing country 
in the world. 


A Happu Land. 


Venezuela is in the happy position of 
having no external debt, being probably 
unique in this respect. It also hopes to 
have its domestic debt paid off before 
Christmas, Certainly it must be a plea- 
¢ant country in which to live. It has 
made remarkable progress of recent years. 
There was a time when it was given over 
to revolution; but when President Juan 
Gomez took over contro! the whole situa- 
tion chanced. Venezuela now has a per- 
fectly stable Government, and is one of 
the most prosperous States in South 
America. General Gomez no longer is 
President. He is Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army, but the new President, Dr. 
Perez, is carrying on his predecessor's 
tradition with notable success, 


The Blackberry. 


The blackberry, though such a Septem- 
ber favourite nearer home, is singularly 
neglected in France. Tew French folk 
think of picking the harvest of the hedge- 
rows, and tons of fruit go to waste every 
autumn in consequence. If you ask 
why, one Frenchman may tell you that 
the berries are poisonous, another that they 
do not suit the national palate, and are 
too fragile to be worth picking for ex- 
portation. In some parts, especially 
in Brittany, the visitor who picks and 
eats the berries is apt to find himself re- 
garded as an ogre; for the peasantry be- 
lieve that the bramble formed the Crown 
of Thorns, and is, therefore, accursed.

The Centenary of Haziitt. 


The 18th September, writes a correspon- 
dent, marks the centenary of the death of 
William Hazlitt, one of the greatest of 
prose writers, and, perhaps, the foremost 
dramatic critic that England has pro- 
duced. Hazlitt was born at Maidstone in 
1778, the son of a Unitarian clergyman, 
who came from Co. Antrim. He was 
originally intended for the ministry, but 


| took up painting instead, and might have 


attained high rank as an artist had not 
the influence of Coleridge drawn him to 
literature. Here he found his true 
medium, and his published works amount 
to some reece as volumes. The best 
known of these are ‘Table Talk’’ and 
‘“‘ Sketches and Essays,”’ of which there 
have been many cheap editions. In his 
private life Hazlitt seems to have been 
very unhappy; according to his bio- 
graphers he was wayward, rash and 
irascible, and suffered frequently from fits 
of melanchdly. The uncertainty of his 


temperament, “however, is in no way 


‘Teflected in his writings, the spontaneity 


and vigour of which have rarely been 
equalled. 


An Enduring Influence. 


It has been said that the four great 
prose writers who have most influenced 
the development of the English language 
have been Swift, Defoe, Sterne and 
Hazlitt. There have been others more 
subtle and more mellifluous, more decora- 
tive and perhaps more decorous; but for 
sheer power and economy of expression it 
is hardly necessary to go beyond these 
four. It was to Hazlitt, more than to 
any other, that Robert Louis Stevenson 
chose to play the “ sedulous ape.’’ To 
read any one of the essays in “ Table 
Talk,” or, better still, to listen to one 
of them being read aloud, is to realise 
how the varied cadence of the firmly-built 
sentences lends strength and continuity to 
the pattern of the whole. There are to be 
found in the best mo?arn writers echoes 
from the pages of Hi" litt, because they 
have all been, conscidusl¥ or wuncon- 
sciously, influenced by him.

New remedies for sea-sickness are con- 
stantly cropping up. and the latest—that 
of carrying a small bottle of mercury, not 
for internal use, but to act as a kind of 
mascot—has the merit of being at least a 
good deal less disagreeable than some 
that have been advocated. Perhaps, the 
most elaborate means of prevention on 
record was that prescribed for an English 
princess in the seventeenth century when 
crossed from Dover to Calais. For 
internal application she had cinnamon, 
coriander, anise, ambergris, musk and 
sugar, made into a kind of sugar-stick for 
her to munch. Externally she was treated 
with plasters of balsam of Peru, gum 
mastic and laudanum, and was instructed 
to inhale ‘‘ vapours compounded of 
toasted bread, orange and citron peel, rose 
leaves, lavender and cloves.”

630 VERSIONS. 

The Scriptures have been translated into 
886 forms of human speech. Of this total the 
British and Foreign Bible Society had pub- 
lished 630 versions up to last March. This 
figure is made up of 147 complete Bibles, 153 
New Testaments, and 350 integral portions, 
consisting of at least one hook of Scripture. 
The Rev. E. W. Smith, Literary Superinten- 
dent, states in the Society's Popular Report, 
‘*In the Mother Tongue ' (price 6d., by post 
84.), that the Editorial Committee’s minutes 
for the last twelve months contain references 
to 180 languages and dialects. Last year the 
Society outstripped all its previous records in 
disseminating copies of the Scriptures. For 
the first time in its history the twelve-million 
mark was reached and exceeded. The exact 
figures are 12,175,292. 

No fewer than 900 colporteurs are em- 
ployed by the Society in all parts of the 
world. Almost all the colporteurs are of the 
same nationality as the people to whom they 
minister. If not, they speak the language 
fluently and know the people intimately. 
Probably, says the Rev. FE. W. Smith, the 
most accomplished linguist among them js 
the Rev. Dr. Heine in Canada, who habi- 
tually uses fifteen langtiages in his work 
among the immigrants, and is said to speak 
twenty-four. The colporteurs last year sold 
no fewer than nearly 8,000,000 copies; but 
they meet with curious experiences, Some 
péople are superstitious, and regard the Bible 
as a talisman or amulet. A woman in 


Bohemia was prepared to buy a Bible if the 


colporteur could gvarantee that her goat 
would give more m'lk as a result, Somebody, 
she declared, had bewitched the animal, and 
the could get little or no milk from it.

Siz,—A letter in your columns 
some time ago in which Miss 8. C. Harrison 
raised many interesting questions relating to 
the administration of outdoor relief on the 
system of ‘‘ food only,” In her letter. Miss

FLOODS AT CLONTARF. 

TO THK EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
_ Str,—Nearly everyone who lives in Clon- 
tarf has suffered delay and inconvenience 
from the flood water at some time or another, 
especially if his dwelling-house happens to be 
at a point beyond Castle avenue from the 
city. We all endure, with smiling faces, the 
delay caused by the severe gales of wind 
and the consequent stoppage of trams. We 
wait, if we have ‘the time to spare, till the 
tide falls; if not, we trek round the back- 
roads, wondering the while if our return 
journey will be as bad. 

With the filling in of Fairview Park we 
see another area getting flooded at Malahide 
road, Many of Dublin's citizens have seen 
this; indeed, the rainfall has not to be 
exceptional for the thing to happen. Most 
of the residents are unaware of the fact 
that, when this. happens, the entire section 
of the main drain as far down as Vernon 
avenue fails or is taxed beyond its carrying 
capacity. The worst sufferers are the Farish 
Priest of Clontarf and his housekeeper, as 
the main drain overflows into their kitchen 
and rises to a depth of four inches, On 
the subsiding of the flood all this water has 
to be shovelled or swept out—sewage water 
at that. Is it necessary to enlarge? 

Other houses along the sea-front have the 
plugs of the intercepting traps blown off—an 
intercepting. trap is a safeguard against 
injurious gases from sewers—causing a subse- 
quent stoppage of the house-drain. This 
may not be observed for quite a long period 
of time; indeed, almost invariably the 
inspection is a forced one. It is to be hoped 
that, on completion of the present work at 
the pumping station, a periodical inspection 
of the house-drains will be carried out, to 
ensure that there is no further danger to 
health from this source.—Yours, etc.,

TWENTY SLEEPING BERTHS. 

Mr. R. J. Mitchell, designer of the machine 
which won the last two Schneider Trophy 
Races, described, in an interview with a 
Press Association reporter at Southampton 
yesterday, a great flying boat of his design, 
which is to be constructed at the Vickers’ 
(Aviation), Limited, works at Wollston, near 
Southampton. 

“This new flying boat,” he said, “will 
be the biggest to be constructed so far in 
this country, We expect to start work on the 
construction of the machine within the next 
few days, and it will be completed in eighteen 
months or two years. It has been ordered 
by the Air Ministry, primarily as an experi- 
mental machine. If it proves successful, it 
will be sent on long-distance cruises to the 
East, or across the Atlantic. 

“Tt will be a six-engine, all-metal monoplane, 
with the engines mounted above the wing, 
which has a tip-to-top span of 160 feet. The 
hull of the machine will be 20 feet high and 
over 100 feet long, and the weight when 
loaded, will be over 34 tons. There will be 
accommodation in five cabins for forty 
passengers, with sleeping berths for twenty.’ 

Mr. Mitchell estimated that the top speed 
would be about 155 to 160 miles per hour, 
and the cruising speed about 120 miles per 
hour. The main constructional parts of the 
machine would be built of stainless steel,

EXHIBITION IN DUBLIN. 


Such a treat as a comprehensive exhibi- 
tion of works by a master of etching and dry- 
point is rare—if, indeed, it is not unpre- 
cedented—in Dublin. The exhibition at the 
Victor Waddington Galleries, £8 “outh Anne 
street (orranged. with the co-operation of 
Messrs.+Colnaghi, of Bond street, London). 
contains £5 pictures by Alphonse Legros, who 
Is generally recognised as one of the greatest, 
if not the greatest, of etchers. 

Legres, who died in 1911, had a long career 
as a professor in England, but his unusual 
genius preserved his work from the proíes- 
sional taint. There is nothing of the academic 
about the awful streneth of “Te Mort du 
Vagabond ” (No. 13 in the exhibition), or in 
the sombre perfection of “La Ferme au 
Grand Arbre’’ (14), “Aun bord de Lean ” 
(23), or—a particular gem—“ Le Soir: coucher 
de Soleil’* (21). A trace of the schools an- 
pear in ‘‘ Paysan quittant sa femme pour 
suivre la Fortune’’ (46), but that is the fault 
of the subject. Normally, it is in the con- 
ception and design, even move than the 
clarity of line and suggestion, of his work 
that Legros shines above other masters. 
Perhaps, he is the only master of dry- 
point and etching who pessesses something 
of the intellectual content of the great masters 
in oils, 

A few things in this exhibition .are con-

The Joint Committee of Management of the 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital met yester- 
day, when the Chairman (Mr. C. M. Byrne) 
and several other members, realising that that 
might be the last meeting, paid tribute to the 
services rendered by Dr. O'Connell Donelan, 
Resident Medical Superintendent; the Chief 
Clerk, Mr. Doyle, and the staff, all agreeing 
that the institution had been administerd in a 
most efficient manner. 

Dr. Donelan, on his part, thanked the 
members of the Committee for the support 
which had been extended to him consistently 
in the management of the hospital, remarking 
that he appreciated most of all their kindness 
to the patients. The frequent visits of 
members to Grangegorman and Portrane, he 
said, had been a source of comfort and con- 
solation to the patients, who wished him to 
thank them on their behalf. 

ADDED DISTRICTS. 

A letter was on the table from the Local 
Government and Public Health Department, 
stating that it had been suggested to the Town 
Clerk of Dublin that the City Council should 
appoint twenty-eight members to the Joint 
Committee for the remainder of the current 
triennial period. In the apportionment of the 

enses for the half-year ending September, 
1951, patients belonging to the added urban 
districts, and the added rural area, would be 
charged to the city. With regard to the 
period ending 3lst March, 1951. the necessary, 
financial adjustment between the City 
Uarbiraitseeiidé the County Council could hé¢ 
made under Section 19 of the Loca! Govern- 
ment (Dublin) Act, 1930.

THE ACCOUNTS. 

It was reported that the accounts passed for 
payment during the past month amounted to 
£25,220. The Committee was short by £3,567 
of the amount required to meet its revenue 
account payments, but of the total revenue 
payments, £9,724, would not become due until 
October Ist,. by which date further payments 
on account of estimates and demand, doubt 
less, would have béen received from the con- 
tributing councils. 

The Chief Clerk further reported that the 
City Treasurer had lodged £18,000 on foot of 
the second quarter's instalment of estimate 
and demand, Jeaving £10,550 still due. There 
was still due from the Wicklow and Louth 
County Councils a total of £19.242. 

Dr. Donelan, Resident Medical Supe: 
intendent, reported that there were uow in 
the hospital 1,850 males and 1,877 females. 
making a total of 3,727. Of these, 903 men 
and 727 women were at the Portrane branch 
hospital. The number of patients showed an 
increase of 49 as compared with the same 
date last vear. Since the last meeting of 
the Committee 19 males and 18 females were 
admitted. The general health of the patients 
was sgalistactory

PRETORIA, Wednesday. 

Outspoken criticism of the . Imperial 
Government's policy in regard to the 
natives in Fast Africa, as outlined in a 
recent White Paper, was nttered by Mr. 
P. G. W. Grobler, the Minister for. Public 
Lands, and leader of the Transvaal 
Nationalists, at the annual congress of 
the Nationalist Party here to-day. 

Mr. Grobler said that the native policy 
laid down for one part of Africa must 
necessarily affect all other parts. ‘I do 
not wish to interfere with the affairs oí 
our neighbours,’’ Re said, “ but where a 
native policy is foreshadowed, which is in 
direct conflict with the conception of the 
Union—namely, the sovereignty of. the 
white man, we also are. affected, and jt 
is, therefore, our duty to express our 
opinion clearly and unhesitatingly. The 
European population of the Union—the 
oldest and most influential European 
state in Africa—has developed a certain 
system of government, and we have the 
rictht to expect that this system will meet 
wit’ the necessary amount of respect from 
utiers.”’ 

UNSUITABLE PRIVILEGES. 

Mr. Grobler then dealt with. the 
European settlement in Africa,, which 
everywhere supported the principle | of 
equality between black and white. ‘‘ The 
Paris Conference in 1890,’’ he said, “ gave 
the native rights, privileges and political 
institutions which were most unsuited-to 
ihe mind and the needs of the native.’’ 

‘‘ These things.” declared Mr. Grobler, 
“have rapidly taken root, and must soon 
become a danger to our position. Unless 
we prepare ourselves against such a state 
of affairs, the white man and his civilisa- 
tion will be unable to escape from 
caiamitous results. We can only act de- 
fensively, but we also refuse positively 
rarsively to acquiesce in the mistaken step 
of forty years ago being repeated by a 
declaration that within any British terri- 
tory on our continent the interests of the 
natives will have preference over those of 
Miropeans,”’ 

EQUALITY OUT OF THE QUESTION. 

After quoting from the White Paper 
referred to, Mr. Grobler said that South 
Africa as a Dominion of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations had a right to 
express a definite opinion of these affairs 
in all countries under British administra- 
tion. In Africa, he declared, they had 
developed a formula in connection with 
relations ‘between white and black after 
age-long contact with the two. 

“We refuse,” he said, “to consider 
equality of Europeans and natives as a 
solution of the native question. We are 
convinced that we shall find salvation in 
the segregation of black and white. We 
wili not allow amateurs’ work in a matter 
of such vital importance to us all. We 
deny that. any European nation, England 
included, has the right to act anywhere 
m Africa in conflict with our ideals.’’

Mr. Geotge Morgan, a member of the 
IT ecislative Council and Chairman of the 
Calewtta Jute Dealers’ Association, in an 
interview with the Tress Association 
Special Correspondent, said that it was 
estimated that about 2.000.000 hales vould 
romain in the hands of producers and 
middlemen, and that these stocks would 
affect the crop of 1931-32. 

Tt looked, he added, as if the low prices 
would prevail for another two vears unless 
there was a snuvt in the eoods trade. 

PRICES NEVER SO LOW. | 

Mr. G. D. Birla, interviewed, said that 
«of jute had never 
heen equalled in the last twenty years. 
The piece goods trade, particularly, felt 
the effect of the jute depression, the sales 
being extremely poor. Unless measures 
were taken to remedy the situation, he 
declared, it might cause irreparable harm 
to Bengal’s economic structure.

CANADIAN TARIFFS. 


_ THEIR OBJECT AND . 
ca ERS SD, 


The Times to-day, in a leading article, 
says:—Mr. Bennett. has lost , Boone in 
giving effect to his belief that hnemploy- 
ment can be cured in Canada by protect- 
ing the Canadian market against outside 
competition. It was on his policy of more 
effective protection that his party fought 
the last election, and were returned with 
a substantial majority over all other 
parties.. Any opposition to the new tariff 
schedules in the Dominion Parliament 
will, therefore, have to he on points of 
detail. The principle on which they are 
based has already been approved by the 
country. The present measure ~ is “an 
emergency one, designed to provide an 
immediate remedy foc the urgent problem 
of unemployment. It is thus in the same 
class: as the recent revisions of the 
Australian tariff, though it is nothing like 
so drastic in its: contemplated effect on 
imports, as, indeed; was: not fo: be 
expected, since the crisis it. is designed 
to meet is not comparable with that from 
which Australia is suffering. 

The general revision of. the tariff to 
which the Bennett Government is com- 
mitted is a task too big to be approached 
or carried out in a hurry, and is to be 
postponed till next session. Before under. 
taking it the Canadian Prime Minister 
will, therefore, have the opportunity of a 
thorough discussion of the problems of 
Empire trade with the Governments of 
Great Britain and of the other Dominions, 
and he will be able, too, to get some 
guidance from watching the effect of the 
duties which have just been imposed, and 
which came into force yesterday.. In 
Canada the changes made in the tariff 
will. be judged by their effect. of 
Canadian interests. The effect on British 
trade -will naturally be only a 
secondary consideration. As Mr. Bennett 
emphasised throughout the election 
campaign, he and his party put Canada 
first. Not that they were unmindful of 
imperial interests, or were not anxious to 
co-operate in every way they could with 
Great Britain and with their sister 
Dominions, but they feit that their first 
duty, and the greatest service they con'd 
render the Empire, was to build up a 
prosperous and powerful Canada. 


BRITISH TRADE. 


Naturally. in this country the new 
schedules will be scanned from a different 
angle, and the first question will be as 
to their effect on British trade, which has 
already been so hard hit by tariff in- 
creases in other parts uf the world. No 
satisfactory reply to that question can he 
given until there has been a closer study 
of the new duties than has vet been 
possible. In their main features the 
changes made are a reply to the American 
tariff, one of the objects of which was to 
shut Canadian products out of the United 
States market. But the increased pro- 
tection: given the Canadian manufacturer 
is against his British. as well as against 
his American competitor, though, generally 
speaking, there is a tendency all through 
to raise the duties on imports from Great 
Britai: less than those on imports from 
either the United States or the Continent 
of Europe. 

\ great concession has been made to the 
British cotton trade in the definition . f 
goods qualified to enter under the British 
preferential duty. When the preference 
was first instituted it was applied to all 
goods of which 25 per cent. of the value 
Was represented by British labour and (or) 
material. It was found that this defini- 
tion gave the benefit of the preference to 
imports which were in reality more 


foreign than British in origin; and the 


percentage was consequently raised to fifty. 
The cotton manufacturers, whose raw 
material is practically all imported from 
abroad, complained that this was too 
high, and the Canadian Government has 
been convinced by the arguments they put 
forward, and has now reduced the wper- 
centage to 334. This concession to Lanca- 
shire shows that the new Canadian 
Government. far from destring to whittle 
away the existing preference to British 
trade, is anjxious to apply it as fairly as 
possible. 


REIGN OF TERROR IN 
SOVIET RUSSIA. 


OGPU MURDER CHIEFS OF 
FIRE BRIGADE, 


F ROM Tur Tines’’ CoRRESPONDEXT. 
RIGA, Wedneaday. 


The execution by shooting of the fire 
brigade chiefs, Tujilkin, Tsikareff, 
Tsvetoff, without trial, which was officially 
anhounced by the Ugpu Cheka yesterday, 
has made a marked impression even on 
Moscow. The UOgpu alleges that its victims 
encouraged incendiarism by neglecting pre- 
cautions against fire, thus placing Soviet in- 
dustrial enterprises in jeopardy. Nobody 


appears to believe tliat these non-political | 


specialists strove to undermine the Five-Year 
Plan by firing Soviet enterprises, as has been 
stated. Although fires have become un- 
usually numerous, they are partly due to 
the wilful ‘acts of groups and single 
desperate workmen. and partly to accidents 
resulting from the carelessness of un- 
experienced new workmeu who are now em- 
ployed in the factories. 

Reports are current in Moscow that the 
shouting of such specialists, sometimes. with 
and sometimes without trial, is part of the 
Ogpu's task under the Five-Year Flan, and 
that the definite programme of terror requires 

certain number of victims from various 
sections of the community, partly as scape- 
goats for failures and partly to maintain an 
atmosphere of fear among the discontented 
members of the public. 


EMPIRE FREE TRADE. 


MANUFACTURERS AND THE 
GOVERNMENT'S DUTY. 

Presiding at a meeting of the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the National Union 
of Manufacturers yesterday. Mr. George 
Terrell, the president, stated that for 
several years the union had unanimously 
passed a resolution at its annualsmeeting 
in favour of a protective policy against 
unfair foreign competition, but he was of 
opinion that the union should bring this 
motion up to date and adopt a resolution 
in favour of protection against unfair 
foreign competition and free trade in the 
British. Empire. 

The Committee decided to ‘recommend

The weather for the third of the ‘eres 
of races between Shamrock V. and Enter 
prise-postponed from vesterday--was in 
striking contrast to that which had pre- 
vailed hitherto, and it brought out an 
immense crowd of excursion steamers. A 
lively twelve-knot breeze was blowing, 
with visibility extremely good. and it was 
generally agreed that the conditions could 
not be better. Both yachts were soon 
ready to slip their moorings and get away 
to the starting line for the race, which was 
to begin with a fifteen miles turn to wind- 
ward over the Cup course and a run of 
fifteen miles back to the starting line. 

Shortly before ten o'clock Commodore | 
O’Kane estimated the velocity of the 
breeze to be about fifteen miles per hour. 

When the vachts went to the starting 
line, Shamrock, which did not set any 
canvas. rolled and pitched in the heaving 
seas, and Enterprise, steadied by her 
mainsail, went much more smoothly. 
Shamrock was the first to reach the scene 
of the contest. She sent up her mainsail 
and staysail and then cruised about on 
the starting line. She did not seem cor- 
fortable. however. in the rough water.

It was admitted at the Foreign Office in 
London yesterday that news had been received 
from Geneva confirming the report that keys 
helonging to Mr. Noel Baker, M.P., Parlia- 
mentary Private Secretary to Mr. Arthur 
Henderson, had been stolen from his room.

THE PRISONER'S HISTORY. 

At the sitting of the Court yesterday, 
Detective Sergeant Winter, of Scotland Yard, 
told a long story of Corrigan’s activities over 
a period of years. 

uring the past five years, said the ser- 
geant, he has vxploited his supposed conces- 
sions in Mexico and his connections with 
various oil companies to such a degree that 
he has obtained, to, my knowledge, over 
£100,000 by his fraudulent representations 
from various persons, and has been respon- 
sible for the ruination financially of some of 
his victims. 

There is no doubt that he is a mosr 
plausible swindier and adventurer of the worst 


type, 

So far as this inquiry is concerned, I have 
traced over £15,000 worth of Bank of England 
notes, handed to Corrigan by the prosecutors 


through which they have passed. The money 
has been traced to hotels, tailors, and other 
various emporia, and there is no doubt it has 
been spent absolutely on his own welfare. 


INQUIRIES IN MEXICO. 

The sergeant also stated that Corrigan was 
a married man with one child, but he de- 
serted them in 1921. 

Inquiries in Mexico about the alleged con- 
dessions there and Corrigan’s ‘statement that 
he was a general in the Mexican Army 
showed that the Mexican authorities had no 
knowledge of him or of any concessions 
granted to him, and that they regarded him 
as an imposter and a swindler.

BAD AND CRUEL FRAUD. 

Judge Gregory, in passing sentence of five 
years, said— “The jury have found you guilty 
of a series of bad and cruel frauds, SEAN 
sums amounting in the aggregate to tens o 
thousands of pounds.

Eric Geddes, 
who signs the circular, gives chapter and 
verse for all his statements, and, reading the 
document as a whole, it should not really 
encourage hearish views.”
